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Claims 1-4 

The degree of the "low temperature" in the above claims is indefinite, 
so that the claims are not clear. 

The stabilization of proteins is ascertained in Examples only at 7°C, 
4''C, and 1°C, so that whether the methods of the above claims are effective 
at temperatures higher than I'C or lower than 1°C or not is unclear. 
Thus, the inventions of the above claims are inadequately supported and 
are not disclosed in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for the 
inventions to be carried out by a person skilled in the art. 

No search has been made on the inventions which are inadequately 
supported by the description and are not clearly and completely disclosed 
in the description. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 

It is unclear what ''^proteins" can be stabilized by the addition of 
a citrate buffer in addition to '*^IgM" whose stabilization at low 
temperature is ascertained in Examples . Thus, the inventions of the above 
claims are inadequately supported by the description and are not disclosed 
in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for the inventions to be 
carried out by a person skilled in the art. 

No search has been made on the inventions which are inadequately 
supported by the description and are not clearly and completely disclosed 
in the description. 
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
